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Microscopical examinations of excised nodules were made, and a question of 
interest was whether the disciuo should bo regarded os being sarcoma or 
carcinoma. Clinically, the growth looked like sarcoma, but tho microscope 
mado tho diagnosis of carcinoma certain, thus confirming the views and the 
doctrine of Unna on this important subject. Tho author thinks that cases 
of this kind arc identical with thoso designated In olden times as no/i me tan- 
gtre . 

Eruptions Due to Orthoform.—W. Dudreuiui {La Prette Mfdicale, May 
18,1901) states that while it is generally admitted that this drug is innocuous 
and Is usually well tolerated, tho fact that it is sometimes productive of 
eruptions shotld bo kept in mind In prescribing it Tho eruptions in tho 
skin, whon they occur, aro usually (1) erythematous, complicated or uot by 
vcsiculiUlon or pustulatlon; or (2) ulcerative and gangrenous. Two typical 
instances of tho latter variety aro given, both in women, ono involving tho 
anal and genital region, tho other tho hands, tho lesions being both ulcera¬ 
tive and gangrenous. Tho author calls attention in particular to tho obser¬ 
vation, not heretofore noted, that tho analgesic property of tho drug persists 
upon tho lesions which it Itself has produced upon tho skin. 

Ohaulmoogra Oil Subcutaneously Injected In Lepra.—Du Oas^bl {Iax 
S emaine Mldicale, March 0, 1901) reports tho results of treatment according 
to this method in four cases, with tho dose of seventy-five grains daily. In 
general, tho injections benefited tho leprous lesions, especially thoso of 
ulcero-tuherculous form; but they always gave rise to severe pain and often 
to inflamed nodes, and occasionally to grave fatty embolism, so that tills 
method of treatment should only bo employed in very rebellious cases, and 
nover In tho arms (as advised by Tourtoulls Iloy), but only in tho subcu¬ 
taneous cellular ttssuo of tho thighs or abdominal walls. 

Orudo Petroloum of No Value In Baldness.—0. T. Jackson {Journal of 
Cutancoui and Oenito-Urinary Dtteata, Juno, 1901) Is to bo commended for 
tho frankness with which ho discusses tho value of remedies. In tho case of 
crudo petroleum he found that no good results followed its local application 
fora period of from three to seven months, tried In a number of patients 
affected with baldness. Tho disagrecahlo odor of crudo petroleum may in 
part bn ovorcomo by using a mixture of one part of cologno water and two 
parts of tho oil. 

Action of Concentrated Light on the Bkln as a Therapeutic Agent.— 
A. ItAVOuM {Journal qf Cutaneous and Qenilo-Urinary DUtatet, December, 
1901) gives his experience in tho treatment of several coses of lupus vulgaris 
and lupus erythematosus, in all of which it was beneficial and in sonic very 
satisfactory. Tho apparatus employed was that mado in nccordnnco with 
Fiusen’s principles as modified by Lortet and Genoud,of Lyons. It consists 
of an arc light, tho rays passing through a small condenser. In this way tho 
forco of tho heat rays aro diminished, which are absorbed by nearly any 
medium in the condenser. Tho lenses aro of quartz, and water circulates 
In them and In tho shield which contains the light, so that the apparatus is 
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perfectly cool; thus the heat rays arc prevented from going through, with¬ 
out any obstacle to tho passage of the chemical rays. The photochemical 
intensity is so strong that a ton to twenty minutes’ exposure is sufficient. 
Tho method of treatment is based exclusively on the application of the 
chemical rays, blue, violet, and ultra-violet. The physiological action of 
the treatment consists of a local erythema, sometimes followed by tho 
formation of vesicles, ending in six or eight days in cpidermio exfoliation ; 
followed by diminished congestion and re-absorptlon. Hypertrophic lupus 
nodules become flat, small, and in tho middle show a kind of necrotic 
appearance, and then disappear. Tho effect on ulcers is admirable. Accord¬ 
ing to the she of tho lesion, largo or small lenses aro employed. Ilofcrenco 
is mado to Finsen’s now well-known work and to his satisfactory results 
therapeutically. 

The Hiatopathology of Lupus Erythematosus and of the Elastlo Fibres. 
—P. H. &CIIOOK 1 IBAD {Archiv for Dtrmalologit unit Sgph., Bd. Hv. p. 103) 
excised skin In 11 cases of this dlscflBO, and examined tho samo after prepa¬ 
ration in alcohol, formol, Mailer's and Flemming’s solutions, and staining 
with various methods. Ho concludes that in the beginning tho Inflamma¬ 
tory process attacks tho reticular portion of the skin, and that tho sobnccous 
nnd sweat glands are Involved in tho earliest stage. Later tho connective 
tissue undergoes hypertrophy, tho areas of infiltration, formerly circum¬ 
scribed, bceomo moro diffused, and tho epithelial layers assume a distinct 
tendency toward keratlnl«ition. When tho progressive changes como to an 
end marked degenerative changes occur in tho elastlo fibres, and it Is theso 
changes that cause tho peculiar scar-Uko atrophy so characteristic of the 
latter stages of tho disease. This atrophy takes placo In tho upper strata 
of tho corium t and herein lies the explanation of tho scars being so super- 
ficlal nnd soft. The author considers that the dlscaso has such distinctive 
histological features as to entitle it to a place distinct from all other dls- 
discs of tho skin. 

Tho So-called Angioneuroses of tho Skin.-L.ToF.ROKK (Archbfor Dtr - 
malofagie uml Sgph., Ild. IUI. p. 243) considers that writers hate committed an 
error in their interpretation and acceptance of tho cutaneous angioneuroses. 
From a revlow of tho various well-known authors (especially German) and 
his own observations, ho concludes that all the symptoms which serve as a 
basis for considering certain pathological changes in tho skin as duo to an 
nngioneurosis and to an Inflammatory process cannot bo regarded as such ; 
and that tho cutaneous manifestations of urticaria, erythema multiform®, and 
orythoma nodosum cannot bo looked upon as slmplo " inflammations.” 

Parakeratosis VariegaU.-T. Colcott Fox and J. M. II. MacLeod 

(flrithh Journal oJ Dermatology, September, 1001) report a new caso of this 

raro dermatosis, tho first observed In London, Tho patient was a healthy 
adult nialo with a good family and personal history. At the age of thirty- 
ono a circumscribed red patch, covered with fine scales, appeared In the 
lumbar region, unattended by subjective symptoms, except cracking on 
bending.
